AN ODD LITTLE INSTRUMENT. 


Phonendosrcope Locetes Positicn of Every 
Orgaa of the Body tof'he Eye. 

One of the latest inyentione in the 
worid of medical science ia the phonen- 
doecope, an inetrament which isa devel- 
opment of the stethoscope, but much 
more delicate. The phonendoacope, 
which is the invertion of Dr. B anchi, of 
Paris. consists of a hollow bux, about as 
big as a largesizad watch,f roished with 
two vibrating membratea. On one side 
a chort staff, terminated with a button, 
serves to put the box in contract with 
the body of the pationt. the button being 
pre-eed firmly on the surface just over 
the organ to be examined. On the op- 
posite sides flexible tubes are attached, 
which convey the sounda from the box 
to the ears of tho operator or operators, 
for several perrone may listen to the 
souncs at the came time. 

The following deacription is given a 
London paver by one who eaw the instru- 
ment tested in a Parisian hospital : 

“A man stripped to the waist stvod in 
the centre ofa circla of doctors, each of 
whom held in his €ars a pair of flexible 
tubes connected with atmall round box 
of mediceted robber which was pressed 
egainst the patient's breast. A pair of 
tubes was parsed to me, and I was asked 
to listen. 

“While we all listened intently, Prof. 
Blanchi gently rabbe! hia finger "pon 
the man’s ckin over the place where the 
heart ia usually lovated. Immeuuiately 
we heard a murmuring sound, and the 
circle of doctors expressed eatiefaction 
with gruated exclamations and ned, 
Suddenly, while the professor continued 
drawing his finger in larger an! large: 
cireles gero-s the man’s breas', the a und 
ceased, 

“*At!there is no longer any heart 
there” said the professor ‘We bave 
tonched the ecd of it. Whereupon he 
dabbed a blue pencil mark upon the 
shin (vo indicate the point where his dn 
eer bad arrived when the sound stopped 
The patient twisted his eyes downward 
and stare) wonderinaly at the mark, 

“Prof, Blanehi resumed his robbing, 
while the doctors aud I taffed the tubes 
once more in cureare. As iong as the 
profeasor’s tinger wak over the heart we 
heard the murmuring sound, bul the in- 
stant te finger passed beyond the bound- 
aries of the hidden organ their was dead 
flenea inihetnbe. And at every fen- 
gation of tie gonnd the pereil, followed 
by th: ctrained eyes of the patient, made 
itsmark upon therkin. ‘The operation 
was continucd for several minutes, at 
the expiration of which there appeared, 
clearly drawn in blue upon the man’s 
breast, the outlines of a mi-shapen heart, 
strope-ly shifted from iis right position.
